SOUTHEASTERN  STATES  FOR  iTEEK  El^IDING 
SEPTEMBER  9,  1937 

Cotton  grade  and  staple  reports  w^re  issued  today  "by  the  Atlanta  office 
of  the  "B-urea"a  of  Agricultural  Economics  for  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  and 
South  Carolina. 

Alahama  continues  to  lead  the  Southeastern  States  in  the  proportion  of 
high  grade  cotton  classed  from  this  season's  ginnings.     VThite  Strict  Middling  and 
higher  grades  include  about  25  percent  of  the  cotton  classed  from  Jilahama,  ih  pea?- 
cent  from  Georgia,  S  percent  from  Florida,  and  13  percent  from  South  Carolina. 

Based  on  the  proportion  of  cotton  1  inch  and  longer  reported  this  season, 
the  length  of  staple  laas  improved  over  last  season  in  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  Florida. 
Scarcely  any  change  is  shown  for  South  Carolina,   though  South  Carolina  continues 
to  lead  the  Southeastern  States  in  the  longer  lengths.     Cotton  1  inch  and  longer 
in  staple  represents  62  percent  of  the  cotton  classed  from  South  Carolina  gin- 
nings, 20  percent  from  Georgia,  17  percent  from  Alabama,  and  6  percent  from  Florida. 
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
